Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed a proposal to amend claim 1 to include the property 
limitation of claim 5. Applicant considers the lack of the homogenization treatment in the method of the prior art to 
distinguish the present alloy. The Examiner suggested Applicants provide data, in the form of a declaration, showing 
that without the homogenization treatment, the alloy does not possess the claimed shape memory characteristics. The 
Examiner also pointed out that the reference provides comparative examples of alloys, such as a Ti-AI-V alloy, which is 
known in the art to have shape memory characteristics. This would provide motivation to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to check the alloy of Araya et al for shape memory characteristics. 
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
